Chevalrer Fortunl.no Matania, who died in London on Friday, February 8, 1963, was an artist of the 
notable for his extraordinary finish and detail. It might also be said that 
he continued the. tradition of Alma-Tadema in the form of popular illustration. 

Born in Naples in 1881, the son of Professor Eduardo Matania, he trained in his father's studio and 
subsequently went to Milan as a special artist for the ILLUSTRAZIONE ITALIANA. At the aae of 20hewas

became a war artist and went to the front several times. His illustra- 
tions continued to appear in many magazines in this country, in England and in Europe.
